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Fisher shows a laser detection system for determining if a parison remains on a 
core pin after the ejection cycle has occurred, and prevents the machine form recycling 
and damaging the injection mold if a parison or portion of a parison remains. 
Lausenhammer shows a detection system and method to deteimiiie if an article, or a 
portion thereof, remains on a machine core pin after the article ejection cycle has 
occurred, and, if so, prevents the machine from starting a new cycle and damaging the 
injection mold. Kamiguchi shows a mold protection device capable of automatically 
setting a reference value for detecting a load exerted on a mold closing process. 

All the references do not active ejection sequences on demand if an article, or 
portion of an article, is detected in the mold as recited in independent claim 1 . 
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
